A'THENS, Dec. 6.—(#)--The Greek 


covernment will request Samuel In- 


sull, former Chicago utilities magnate, 
to leave Greece at the expiration of 
his police permit on Dec, $1, 19388. 
This was reliebly learned tonight. In- 
sull, it wags explained, has no pass- 
port. ; 

The government was said to be pre- 
pared to furnish a laissez passer for 


eny country which Insull desires to! 


enter from. Greece. 

This action would be the result of 
the Greek government’s decision to 
do all possible to avoid disturbing 
friendly relations with the United 
States, which has made repeated repre- 
sentations desiring Insull's extradition 
to face criminal charges in Chicago 
in connection with the bankruptcy of 
his utilities interests. 

Case Up in Greek Senate. 

A member of the Greek senate to- 
day deposited with that body an in- 
terpellation asking the Greek govern- 
ment what it-had decided about In- 
sull’s return. 

The senator said he believed it was 
necessary to forbid Insull to remain 
further in.,.Greece because of mis- 
understanding which might lessen the 
friendliness of Greco-American frela- 
tions. 

There were other indications that 
Insull's refuge in Greece was becom- 
ing more insecure. Foreign Minister 
DD. Maximos said yesterday that the 
government would not deny any legal 
nieasures facilitating the return of the 
73 year old former utilities king. — 

The minister pointed out, however, 
that the government was unable to 
turn Insull directly over to the United 
States after Greek courts had twice 
denied his extradition in extended 
trials based on provisions of the new- 
ly arranged extradition treaty, which 
the United States denounced after the 
ceurt decisions. 


HOPES FOR TRIAL RISE. 

With Greece reported ready to re- 
fuse Samuel Insull further sanctuary 
there, and with Martin Insull appeal- 
ing an order of the Ontario provin- 
cial court for his extradition, it ap- 
peared possible to local authorities 
yesterday that arraignment’ of the 
brothers in local courts for the al- 
leged wrecking of the Insull utilities 
empire might sook be achieved. 

A criminal case involving the two 
brothers and Samuel Insull’s son, 
Samuel Jr.. is now pending in the 
United States District court here. The 
charges are using the mails to de- 
fraud and concealing assets in bank- 
ruptey. This case, in which sixteen 
of Insull’s former business associates 
have also been named defendants, has 
not yet been set for trial. This case 
is based on the bankruptcy of the 
Corporation Securities company. 

Another Case Pending. 

Another case is pending in the Crim- 
inal court. Samuel and Martin Insull 
are the only defendants here, the 
charge being larceny by Dailee. It 
was on this charge that the federal 
government sought unsuccessfully to 
extradite Samuel Insull from Greece, 
and that the state of Illinois now 
seems likely to secure Martin’s extra- 
dition from Ontario should the upper 
Canadian court reject his appeal. 

While the Canadian court hag or- 
dered Martin Insull’s extradition on 
the state of Illinois’ charge of em- 
bezzlement, no action has been taken 
by the American government on the 
federal charge. It is understood that 
the federal government will demand 
Martin Insull’s extradition on this 
charge before Insull's appeal on the 
state extradition has been disposed of 
by the appellate division of the Cana- 
dian Supreme court. 

Status of Two Men Different. 

In the case of Martin Insu]ll a trial 
on the federal charges would be illegal 
unless they were also included in the 
extradition order. A refugee can be 
tried only for the’charge on which his 
extradition is. based, In the casg of 
Samuel Insull this would not nol al- 
though the Greek Courts refused extra- 
dition vn the state charges as well as 
on the federal charges. Insomuch as 
he is not being extradited but deported 
he could be ‘tried on both charges 
when returned to the United States. 

Officials pointed out that\ the prob- | 
able procedure, in the event Samuel 
Insull was deported from» Gréece, 
would be to place him aboard-a-ship, 
and, as soon as the ship was outside 
the jurisdictional boundary of Greecé, 
American authorities could ‘arrest 
him.

QUERETARO, Mexico, Dec. 5.“ 
—Disbelief in God and in all religion 
was voiced today at the nominating 
convention of the national revolution- 
ary (government) party at a session 
which ended with the delegates shontt- 
ing “Down with God, Down with 
Arnulfo Perez, a déle- 


anti-religious demonstration with a 
fiery speech in which he declared 
“There is no God.” 

“We should forget God and the 
clergy,” Perez shouted amid the cheers 
of the delegates, “God existe only 
in petrified souls. The Mexican revolu- 
tion wants no God and the revolution- 
ary party wants no God.” 

While the delegates protested “ we 
are not anti-Catholic but against,all 
religion” the convention went on rec- 
ord in favor of changing educational 
provisions of the Mexican constitution 
to substitute “ Socialistic education ” for 
religious education provided at present 
in Article 2. The convention adopted 
all sections of the six year socialistic 
reconstruction plan proposed by the 
party with the exception of certain 
Agrarian laws,

Charles A. Lindbergh lifted his heav- 
fly laden red monoplane into the air 
at 2 a. m. today [8 p. m. Tuesday, 
eastern standard time]; and with Mrs. 
Lindbergh at the radio, headed across 
1,900 miles ofvopen sea toward South 
America. 

After a score or more unsuccessful 
attempts to lift the heavily laden 
plane in an almost dead calm, he was 
helped on his way by a light breeze 
from. the interfor which rippled the 
surface.of the lower Gambia river. 

Lindbergh Inspects Plane. 

For four days the Lindberghs had 
been balked by inability to lift the 
heavy load of fuel required for the 
longest hop yet attempted in their 
aerial survey tour of Atlantic ocean 
airways, —

soned, and at 4:30 p. m. yesterday the 
colonel went to the plane for a final 
inspection. Ready for the flight, the

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First Amendment to} 
Be Repealed.

Washington, D. C.,,..Dec,..6.—[Spe- 
cial.]-—National prohibition is dead. 

The 14 year old experiment which 
aimed at forbidding American citizens 
from sipping the cup of cheer ended 
this afternoon at 4:32 o’clock [Chi- 
cago time] when a convention in Utah 
formally ratified the 21st amendment 
to the United States constitution, and 
thus repealed the 18th amendment. 

The 18th amendment, sd proudly 
hailed by its sponsors as the dawning 
of a new day of temperance, morality, 
and respect for law, is the first amend- 
ment to the constitution ever to be 
repealed. 

In its place now stands the 21st 
amendment, whose sponsors now just 
as proudly are proclaiming the dawn- 
ing of an era which will. wipe out 
the crime, contempt for law, and 
drunkenness which the 18th amend- 
ment, paradoxically, produced, 

End Is Celebrated. 


The end of the dry age was cele- 
brated in many parts of the. land, 
although in some of the states the 
suddenness of the Volsteadian depar- 
ture prevented the adoption of laws 
and regulations legalizing or con- 
trolling liquor traffic, It was the first 
time in 13 years 10 months and 19 
days that Hquor was legal anywhere 
in the United States. 

In some of the states the delays 
were preventing the citizens from pur- 
suing their new freedom to buy, to 
posdess, to Carry and to drink liquor, 


with naught to restrain them except 


appetite, conscience and purse. 

In other atates the rule of pro- 
hibition lives on by state decree. 

Some states may by vote of their 
citizeris choose to remain dry. Others 
have not had opportunity aa yet to 
repeal their prohibition statutes. 

Proclamations Issued. 

Official proclamations heralding the 
termination of prohibition were signed 
by President Roosevelt and his acting 
secretary of state, William Phillips. 
But their acts were no more than 
formalities, for actually the 18th 
amendment was a dead letter at the 
instant the action taken by the con- 
vention in Salt Lake City was com. 
pleted. 

So anxious had these western cit- 
izens been to claim for their common- 
wealth the honor of accomplishing 
the actual repeal of the 18th amend- 
ment that they had planned to delay 
their action until night time, 

But when Pennsylvania and. Ohio 
had acted speedily before 2 o'clock 
[Chicago time] Utah hesitated no 
longer, called its convertion to an 
early session and at 4:32 [Chicago 
time] had won the coveted distinction 
of being the 36th and deciding state 
to ddom prohibition, 

President Asks Codperation. 

The President in his proclamation, 
signed at 5:55 p. m, [Chicago time], 
gave the welcome news of repeal and 
then delivered an injunction upon “all 
citizens of the United States .. . 
to codperate with the government in 
its endeavor to restore greater respect 
for. law and-order." 

He pleaded that. the people make 
their liquor purchases only through 
such dealers’as have been licensed by 
state or federal government. 

“Observance of this request,” he 
said, ‘‘which I make personally to 
every Individual and every family in 
our nation, will result In, the consump. | | 
tién of alecoholie beverages which 
have passed federal inspection, in the 
break up. and éventual destruction of 


the notoriously evil illicit liquor traf-| 


fic, and in the payment. of .reasonable 
taxes for the support of government

The proclamation then quotes the 
authority given by congress to the 
President to announce the repeal, and 
continues: 

*‘ Whereas it appears from a certifi- 


secretary of state that official notices 
have been received in the department 
of state that on the fifth day of De- 
cemher, 1933, conventions.in thirty- 


Roosevelt, President of the Unitea 
States of America, pursuant to the 
provisions of section 217 [A] of the 
said act of June. 16, 1933, do hereby 
proclaim that, the eighteenth .amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 
States was repealed on the fifth day 
of December, 1933. 


“ Furthermore, I enjoin upon all 
citizens of the United States and upon 
others resident within the jurisdiction 
thereof to codperate with the govern- 
ment in its endeavor to restore greater 
respect for law and order, by confining 
such purchases of alcoholic beverages 
as they may make solely to. those 
dealers or agencies which have. been 
duly licensed by state or federal 
jicense.

The rush.on the Drake’s bartenders 
became so heavy during the evening 
that Benjamin H. Marshall, architect 
ana one of the officials of the hotel | 
eompahy, donned a white coat and 
served drinks for an hour. 

The bar at the Blackstone etarted 
serving liquor during the evening, but 
the drinking there was carried on 
with extreme decorum. At the Ste 
vens hotel most of the drinking was 
in the dining rooms, while at the At- 
ditorium a large crowd attended the 
opening of the Oak grill. 

Karl Gallauer, who, in 1899, opened 
the Red Star inn, famous German 
eating housé at Germania place and 
Clark street, and has operated it ever 
since, reopened his bar for a crowd 
of appreciative patrons. Their orders 
ran the gamut of the liquor and wine 
list, but many of them remained 
faithful to beer. At L’Aigion, a 
French restaurant at Ontario. street 
and Wabash avenue, Teddy Majerus, 
the proprietor, reported that nearly 
half of his guests were confining their 
drinking to wines. 


Some Doubts in Hyde Park. 


The Edgewater Beach hotel did not 
open a bar, but served wine and 
liquor in its dining room. Its officials 
reported that their guests were 
“merry, but very orderly.” Many 
Hyde Park hotels, doubtful as_ to 
whether the old Hyde Park local op- 
tion law still applies, did not open 
bars, but 400 persons took part in a 
celebration at the Chicago Beach hotel. 

La Salle street saw an illustration 
of the changing world during the day 
when a restaurant and bar opened ‘in 
the building at 125 West Monroe 
street which still bears over its portals 
the name of the old Central Trust 
Company of Illinois. 

Canvas signs, lettered ‘‘ Now Open,” 
were hung on the tall columns outside 
the building, and inside drinks were 
pushed across a marble counter by 
bartenders standing where the vice 
presidenfs used to sit. There were 
not as many bartenders as there had 
been vice presidents, however. 


Whoopee at the Frolics. 


Champagne, which was procurable 
throughout the prohibition era at the 
Frolics café, became legal there again 
last night with whoopee unrestrained. 
That resort went through prohibition 
without being padlooked, although it 
closed “ for redecorating” a couple of 
times when the going became too hot. 

It was opened in 1901 as Freiberg’s 
Music hall, changing fts name in 1917. 
Ike Bloom ran it until 1920, and it 
had a ‘succession of oWners after that- 
Dennis Cooney, long notorious as king 
of the 22d street vice district, emerged 
in recent months as the owner of 
record after having held a silent in- 
terest in the place for some time. 

A number of the city’s clubs held 
evening parties for their members. At 
the Casino, where the members held 
their annual meeting and reélected 
Mrs. Joseph M. Cudahy president, the 
club cellar was still empty. A num- 
ber of members took champagne to 
the buffet supper.

AVAILABLE TO ABOUT 
HALF THE POPULATION 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6,—4)— 
Legalized liquor was available tonight 
to slightly less than half the popula- 
tion of the country. 

The eighteen states in which the 
sale of whisky and kindred spirits 
became lawful with repeal had in 
1930 about 57,000,000 of the country’s

Police remarked that 
none of them were the “ passouts - 
common under prohibition, althoug’ 
two were arrested after they staggered 
against a plate glass window of a 
department store and broke it.

License Deadline Dec. 20. 


Mayor Kelly said that he would ask 
the police and the city colleetor to 
give liquor retailers until Dec. 20 to 
apply for their $250 licenses for the 
first half of 1934. Under the city 
ordinance they must supplement their 
8.2 beer license with one for next 
year to sell liquor. 

The city .council. committee on 
licenses met in the afternoon and rec- 
ommended an amendment to the retail 
liquor license ordinance concerning 
sales of Mquor by druggists. 

The amendment provides that drug- 
gists shall pay a $30 license fee per 
year for selling liquor. Before prohi- 
bition they paid $5, but since that time 
a general license fee, legally debat- 
able, of $25 has been levied on drug 
stores by the council. This will be 
superseded by the liquor fee. 

The druggist may not advertise or 
display liquor, or solicit its sale, or 
sell for consumption on the premises, 
and he must report each sale to the 
commissioner of police. His permit 
is to sell liquor for medicinal purposes 
only. 

Herman J. Holthoefer, secretary of 
the Chicago Retail Druggists’ associa- 
tion, told the. committee that drug- 
gists do not want to go into the liquor 
business, and that before prohibition 
their salés averaged 10 gallons a year.

Text of.Bill in Part. 


A synopsis of some of the most+im- 
portant sections of the bill follows: 

Section 2—Provides that a license 
must be secured for the sale of liquor 


at retail from the city, town, or vil-| 


lage, and in the territory in a coupty 
outside the corpeérate limits of a city, 
town, or village from the county board. 

Provides that a state license must 
be secured for the sale of liquor at 
retail on boats, vessels, and railroad 
cars. 

Section 3—Authorizes the corporated 
authorities of any elty, town, or vil- 
lage to license, regulate, and prohibit 
the selling at retatl or giving away 
of liquor ahd determine the amount 
of the license. 

Provides the same authority for the 
county board. State department of 
finance issues licenses for the sale of 
liquor at retail on boats, vessels, and 
railroad cars. 

Section 4—Separate license is re- 
quired for each boat, Vessel, or rail- 
road dining car on which liquor ie gold. 
Buffet and lounge ears Operated by 
railroad companies shall have a certi- 
fled copy of a license. 

Section 5—The annual license fee 
for each boat, Vessel, or railroad din- 
ing car is $60. Ratiroads operating 
buffet or lounge cars, $100, and $1 for 
a certified copy of same. 


Forbids Sale to Minors. 


Section 7~—Prohibita the sale of liq- 
uor to any person under 21 years of 
age or to any intoxicated person or 
one who is habitually addicted to ex- 
cessive use of liquor. 

Section 8—Prohibits hoodlums, po- 
lice characters, vagrants or vagabonds 
to congregate on premises where liq- 
uor is sold. Prohibits disorderly con- 
duct thereon.

The clubs along Park avenue and 
Sth avenue and the intervening side 
streets paid little attention to repeal 
and had no celebrations. Those who 
wanted to entertain guests at home 
tonight were ifconvenienced by the 
end of the. dry era. For the first 
time in years they found that liquor 
could not be bought. 

Their best friends—the druggists 
who during prohibition were only too 
glad to fill a prescription—would not 
give them a half a pint of liquor to- 
night for meé@icinal purposes. Like- 
jwise adamant were their favorite 
ppeakeasies, resorts which enjoyed 
their patronage during the dry years. 
The speakeasies were either closed or 
afraid to dispense liquor in the hope 
that they may yet receive licenses. 

Bloomingdale's department store 
claimed the distinction of retailing the 
first bottle of liquor. The first cus- 
tomer, a tile layer by occupation, 
bought a bottle of Green River rye.for 
$1.90 and a bottle of White Doe port 
for $1.25.

Then he picked up a five-cent wooden 
penholder and hurriedly wrote his sig- 
nature on the document that formally 
put the repealer amendment into the 
constitution, 


Penholder Becomes Historic. 


The plain five-cent wooden penhold- 
er which Mr. Phillips used will be 
preserved in the archives of the li- 
brary of congress, it was said.

$100 Worth Duty Free. 
In. another order.citizens are per- 
mitted to bring into this country, 
from Canada or Mexico or any other 
foreign country, $100 worth of liquor 
duty free. The order was issued to 
all customs agents today and is in 
line with the existing statute permit- 
ting personal imports of “ merchan- 
dise ”’ for personal use in amounts not 
more than $100. 
Only two strings are tied to the 
regulation. The citizen may bring in 
his $100 worth only once in any 30 
day period. He must pay the $1.10 
federal excise tax per gallon.

Great Cheer Goes Up as| 


Last Ballot Is Cast. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Dec. 5.—P)— 
Utah today added the 36th ratifica- 
tion to the 2ist amendment and 
thereby terminated federal prohibition 
throughout the nation. 

Final action came at 3:32 p, m., 
mountain standard time [4:32 Chicago 
time] when Sam D.:. Thurman, Salt 
Lake City, one of the leaders of the 
repeal campaign in this, state, cast 
the 2ist vote on the roll call of the 
gtate convention after having called 
attention to the fact his vote woul 
place the 2ist amendment into effect, 
thereby repealing the 18th. 

Prolonged cheering by delegates and 
guests who taxed the limited seating 
capacity of the chamber of the house 
of representatives in the Utah state 
Capitol interrupted proceedings, and it 
Was not until 3:32.30 p. m. that Ray 
L. Olson, Ogden, president of the con- 
Vention, formally announced ratifica: 
tion had been effected. 


Carry Proceedings to Climax. 


Meeting at noon today, the conven- 
tion was torn between a program call- 
ine “or a lengthy recess and final ac- 
tion this evening and immediate rati- 
fication. Insistence of eastern states 
and a feeling among délegatés, as ex- 
pressed by Mr. Olson afterward, that 
Utch “owed it to the rest of the 
country to act without delay,” finally 
won, however, and the’ recess was 
limited to an hour, and-at 2:48 p. m. 
the convention resumed its delibera- 
tions prepared to carry them to a clil- 
max. 

Organization of the convention had 
been effected prior to the recess with 
election of Mr. Olson, head of the re- 
peal campaign in Utah, as president: 
Clarence Bamberger. Salt Lake City, 
state. commander of the Crusaders, 
vice president, and Mrs. Paul F.. Key- 
ser, Salt Lake City, director of the 
women’s repeal organization. 

Reads Committee’s Report. 

Adoption of the routine report of 
the credentials committee was fol- 
lowed by an address by Franklin 
Riter, chairman of the Utah League 
for Prohibition Repeal and head of 
the resolutions committee, and his 
reading of the committee’s report 
which incorporated the language of 
the 21st amendment, the congressional 
resolution submitting it and recited 
the action of the Utah legislature in 
bringing it to a vote of the people 
and a result of that vote. 

The delegates and spectators sat at- 
tentively through the reading of 
the lengthy report awaiting the con- 
vention action which was to mark the 
end of federal prohibition. 


Confidence in Roosevelt. 


Upon announcement of the result 
of the ratification vote A. 8. Brown, 
Salt Lake City, delivered a message 
“of love and confidence” to President 
Roosevelt from the delegates and the 
people of Utah. 

“You have said that the cause of 
temperance and the welfare of our 
country would be promoted by the re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment, 
and we believed you because we had 
confidence in your wisdom and exalted 
leadership,” he said. 

In control as they were of the vic- 
torious repeal leaders of the state, 
the convention’s deliberations were 
marked by solemn warnings from the 
lips of each speaker that repeal had 

not solved the liquor question, but 
that the matters of temperance and 
control yet lay ahead. 

Word of the action of the conven- 
tion was telegraphed direct to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the state depart- 
ment by Milton H. Welling, Utah sec- 
retary of state, over a wire set up in 
the capitol for the purpose. 


Pennsylvania Casts Its Vote. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Dec. 6.—44)—The 
Keystone state, which approved the 
eighteenth amendment only after 36 
other states had added it to the con- 
stitution, today light-heartedly ratified 
its repeal. 

Before a smiling, chatting crowd 
which filled the muraled senate cham- 
ber, twelve men and three women 
cast Pennsylvania's formal vote to re- 
ject prohibition and were given an 
ovation. 

Then the commonwealth, once 
famed for fine liquors, turned to the 
task of enforcing new laws governing 
the man who makes the liquor, the 
man who sells it, and the man who 
drinks. 

It took just 50 minutes for the state 
eonvention to ratify the twenty-first 
amendment, making Pennsylvania the 
first of the three states dealing death 
blows to prohibition today. 

Lieut. Gov. HBdward C. Shannon 
presided over the group of 15 dele- 
gates elected last November by a vote 
of 1,864,411 to 683,613. 

Scant minutes later a motorcycle 
patrolman and an airplane were rac- 
ing toward Washington, each with a 
certified copy of Pennsylvania's ac- 
tion. 

Ohio Delegates Solid for Repeal. 

Columbus, O., Dec, 5.—[{Special.J— 
Ohio’s vote for the repeal of the 18th 
amendment and the ratification of the 
Zist amendment to the federal consti- 
tution was cast here today by the 
delegates to the state convention.

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Commissar Quits Italy for 
Moscow.

[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 

ROME, Dec. 5.--Maxim  Maximo- 
vitch Litvinov, born of poor Jewish 
parents at Bialostok, now- in Poland; 
later an exile in Siberia; a London 
bank clerk; a professional revolution: | 
ary all over Europe, and in recent 
years commissar of foreign affairs for 
the soviet union, concluded his Ameri- 
can-Italian journeys tonight. He left 
for Berlin on the last stage of his 
homeward journey to Moscow, having 
established a reputation as one of the 
cleverest diplomats in the world today. 

In the last two years Litvinov has 
obtained treaties of non-aggression and 
codperation with almost all the states 
bordering Russia, thus removing from 
the soviets the danger of hostility from 
the west and south and gaining valu- 
able trade advantages. 

Obtains Series of Scalps. 


On this trip Litvinov has obtained 
recognition of his government by the 
United States and,.cemented bonds of 
friendship with Mussolini's Italy, 
which, although it is the antithesis of 
communism, is willing to cotperate 
with any one for the greatness of Italy 
and for world peace. 

The commissar goés home with a 
series of SCalps at his belt and he 
goes home, it is learned on high 
authority, to receive a reward for 
which he has been working for years. 
Thig reward is expected to take the 
form of an election to the politbureau 
of the Communist ‘party, which is the 
body which governs Russia. 

This will make him one of the inner 
circle which ‘ creates - and dictates 
policy instead of, as he has been de- 
spite his prominence, nothing more 
than a paid civil servant, and-expert 
in foreign affairs. 


Litvinoy Pleased With Resulis. 


At a conference with: the press 
this morning, Litvinov expressed him- 
self as highly pleased with the results 
of his journey. He said he had derived 
profound satisfaction from his talks 
at Paris with Joseph Paul-Boncour, 
French foreign minister, with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at Washington, and 
with Premier.Mussolini.at Rome. . All 
these talks, in his opinion, advanced 
the cause of world peace. 

The safeguarding.of peace, Litvinov 
said, is the chief aim‘ of the soviet 
union and anything which endangers 
peace arouses 
alarm. 

Litvinov said his visit to Italy was 
an expression of satisfaction with’ the 
continuing good relations between the 
two countries which have lasted de 
facto for thirteen years and legally for 
ten without any differences or dis- 
putes. 

Agree on Course of Action. 

In a rather cryptic sentence he said 
there existed certain external condi- 
tions in which both countries are in- 
terested and that these had been dis- 
cussed and certain tentative agree- 
ments as to a course of action reached. 

Replying to a direct question as to 
whether Mussolini had promised to 
mediate in the strained situation be- 
tween Moscow and Berlin, Litvinov 
said there is no need for this, as 
direct relations exist .between these 
two capitals. Asked whether he would 
see German statesmen when he passes 
through Berlin, Litvinov said he prob- 
ably would if he has time. 

Questioned about the so-called re- 
ligious concessions which he was said 
to have made to President Roosevelt, 
Litvinov denied that any concessions 
had been made. 

“I simply pointed out to the Presi- 
dent in my letter that the practice of 
religion is free in Russia,” he said. 
“ We have our laws. They apply to all 
alike, whether Frenchman, Italian, 
American or German. Any foreigner 
coming .to .our country must submit 
to. our laws. All I have done is in- 
form Presiderit Roosevelt of the 
existing law.”

and unclassified. 

MacDonald estimated that more 
than 16,000 are Polish or of other than 
German nationality, or without na- 
tionality.

Parish departed for Chicago at 6 
o’clock tonight, a few hours after he 
had surrendered “i a New York state 
charge of larceny of securities. His 


bail had, been forfeited’ in*the local) 


case, but, in agreement with the dis- 
trict attorney, new bail of ‘$5,000 was 
provided and accepted, Trial of the 
local case will be set later... 

Meantime, Parish will attempt. to 
set himself right. with. the federal au- 
thorities in Chicago, where he has 
also been wanted on a bond forfeiture. 
He is accompanied on the trip west 
by David Stansbury, a Chicago law- 
yer. 

Parish did not disclose where he has 
been since his disappearance last Feb- 
ruary, but his counsel, Frederick J. 
Sullivan, asserted that the defendant 
is now rested and anxious to settle 
his own cases, as well as the tangled 
affairs of the Missouri-Kansas com- 
pany. 

Still Holds Collateral? 


Concerning the present whereabouts 
of some $190,000 of securities which 
formed the basis of the New York 
larceny charge, Attorney Sullivan said 
he presumed that Parish still holds 
this collateral] ‘‘for the benefit of the 
stockholders of the company” 

It was the refusal of Parish to sur- 
render the securities that led to the 
local indictment. He exhibited photo- 
static copies to the grand jury before 
the true bill was returned,.but declined 
to produce the negotiable papers on 
the ground that they had been en- 
trusted to Him by the company for 
use at his discretion in pushing con- 
spiracy suits totaling $75,000,000 
against rival concerns. 

The conspiracy suits are set for 
trial on Dec. 15, and it was fhe néar- 
ness of this hearing that led Parish 
to surrender at this time, according 
to Attorney Sullivan. 

The defendants include the Standard 
Oil of New Jersey, North American 
Light and Power, H. Li. Doherty, L. 
E. Fischer, and .the Cities Service 
company. They are accused by Parish 
of conspiring to. wreck his company 
and with being responsible for the 
$35,000,000 smashup. 


Forced Into Receivership. 


Parish launched the conspiracy suits 
after the Missouri-Kansas Pipe Line 
company had been forced into federal 
receivership in Chicago, and after he 
had been indicted by a federal grand 
jury for mail frauds in the flotation 
of $35,000,000 stock. The stock was 
sold to more than 20,000 buyers 
throughout the country at prices as 
high as $50 a share, although at the 
time of the crash it was down as low 
as 60 cents a share.

34th annual international Live Stock 
exposition at the Union Stock Yards, 

Briarcliff Model is his name. He 
Was selected by the judge, Walter 
Biggar of Dalbeattie, Scotland, from 
several hundred competitors. Owned 
by Oakleigh Thorne of Pine Plains, 
N. Y., Briarcliff Model brought his 
farm its second grand championship 
at the international. He was sired by 
a half brother of the Briarcliff Thick- 
est which won two years ago. 

Best Fat Steer Ever Shown. 


Judge Biggar described Model as the 
best fat steer ever shown at the in- 
ternational, meatier and more profit- 
able as a feeding type than Thickest 
or any other animal shown against 
him in the arena yesterday. It is the 
19th grand championship for the An- 
gus breed in international history. 

The second best steer also was an 
Angus, Even Page, entered by the 
Oklahoma A. and M. college of Still- 
water, Okla. A shorthorn steer, Illini 
Master, shown by the University of 
Dlinois, and W. H. R. Adair Domino, 
from the Wyoming Hereford ranch at 
Cheyenne, were in the final fat steer 
competition. 

About the ringside several experts 
in beef production were inclined to re- 
gard the 1,217 pounds represented in 
Briarcliff Model as currently popular 
but too heavy from a practical 
farmer’s or butcher’s standpoint. 
Steers weighing 30 pounds less are 
commanding a premium on the mar- 
ket over: the 1,200 pounders, since 
they have less fat, and are more 
nearly the modern consumers’ de- 
mands, according to the ringside 
authorities.

Complaints that politically sponsored 
appraisal firms have been awarded 
most of the work growing out of the 
opefations of the government financed 
Home Ownér's’ Loan corporation in Tl- 
linois, and that they have been paid 
larger fees than nen-political firms 
received, were made public yesterday 
by Harry Cutmore and associates, The 
Cutmore firm has been given a small 
part of the appraisals, 

The charges of favoritism were first 
transmitted to Secretar yof the Inte- 
rior Ickes im Washington. An investi- 
gation was ordered and now, according 
to William G. Domne, state manager 
of the HOLC, a whole new setup for 
the appraisal work has been adopted. 

Specifically, it was asserted by the 
Cutmore firm that the Central States 
Appraisal company and the Realty Ap- 
praisal company ‘were given about half 
of the thousands of appraisals, and 
that the Central States concern was 
Paid $15 for each one it made, while 
the Cutmore firm and others without 
Political backing were paid only $10. 


Officers of Central States. 


James J. Sullivan, former chief clerk 
of the sanitary district, is president 
of the Central States Appraisal com- 
pany; James P. Walsh, a former depu- 
ty in the county assessor's office, is 


Walsh is from the same district and 
active in politics. Robinson is a Re- 
publican Opaeitogman on the north 
side. 

Their appraisal company was fncor- 
porated on Aug. 3, 1933, a few weeks 
after Donne was appointed to his pres 
ent post and established his offices at

Across the street, in the Burnham 
building, are the offices of the Realty 
Appraisal company. Its head is Clem 
B. Mulholland, who was formerly as- 
sociated with Patrick W. Barrett, chief 
appraiser for the HOLC in Illinois. 


Look Into Cutmore Charges. 


The lid was lifted on this situation 
after federal investigators began to 
look into the Cutmore charges. As a 
result of the probe all the appraisal 
work will be taken from the firms 
which have been doing it and will be 
done by the Chicago Real Estate board 
—at a flat rate of $7.50 per appraisal 
as against the $10 or $15 that has 
been paid. The firms which have 
shared in the federal gravy, in addi- 
tion to Cyutmore’s, Sullivan’s and Mul- 
holland’s, are the First Appraisal com- 
pany, Bixby & Co., and Charles E. Fox. 

Donne said yesterday that after 
complaints had been received in Wash- 
ington about the high appraisal fees, 
all work of this nature was stopped 


‘and the firms were told they would 


have to accept $5 an appraisal. Before 
any fees at. the $5 rate were paid, 
Washington took the whole matter 
out of the local manager's hands and 
ordered the realty board in as official 
apppraiser at the $7.50 fee. 

Although Donne confirmed the fact 
that the Sullivan and Mulholland con- 
cerns got about 650 per cent of the 
work, he did not explain why they 
were paid $5 an appraisal more than 
other firms. Cutmore asserted that 
his concern got only thirty-four of the 
first 3,500 appraisals made. 


State Begins Inquiry. 


Additional complaints that attor- 
meys and others have been charging 
prospective HOLC clients large fees 
on the plea they can hurry up the 
loans have been received by Donne. 
These complaints, he said, have been 
forwarded to Washington. The blue 
sky division of the state’s attorney’s 
office is also investigating this form of 
racketeering. 

Some attorneys, according to Assist- 
tant State’s Attorney Hugene O’Con- 
nor, have obtained as much as $1,000 
to get through a $6,000 loan from the 
government. The prosecutor added 
that it was understood no legal repre- 
sentation, under the law, was neces- 
gary, and no fees should be paid 
lawyers. 

Manager Donne ‘defended the speed 
with which his office is working. 

“It has been asserted that Illinois is 
behind other states in making HOLC 
loans,” he said. “Up to Dec. 1 a 
total of 11,879 such loans were made 
in the whole country. The Illinois 
Office has made 407, well above the 
average. Some states have made none 
and New York has made only ninety- 
nine. ’

Says Prosecutor. 


Dr. Thomas L. Dwyer, the patholog- 
ist whom Coroner Walsh dismissed 
from his staff a few days after he had 
_ performed the original autopsy on the 
‘glain Rheta Wynekoop, will not be 

called as a state witness in the forth: 
coming murder trial of Rheta’s 
mothér-in-law, Dr. Alice Lindsay

This anncuncement, contradicting 


previous statements of the coroner 
that Dr. Dwyer would be célled,; came 
from the state’s attorney’s office yes- 
terday as two other physicians, Dr. 
Jerry Kearns and Dr. John G. Frost, 
returned from Indianapolis after 
secrg@tly performing a second autopsy 
on Rheta’s body there Monday night. 
Drs] Kearns and Frost were reported 
as saying the first autopsy Rad been 
*“b gled.”’ 


Full Report on Friday. 


A full report on the second autopsy 
will not be available until Friday, the 
coroner said, adding that so far as 
he knew now the report would Sup- 
port Dr. Dwyer’s finding that Rheta 
died of @ bullet wound, not of chiloro- 
form. Dr. Wynekoop’s now repu- 
diated “confession’’ implied that 
Rheta had been killed accidentally 
with chloroform. 

The coroner said the second autopsy 
went beyond the first in that it in- 
cluded anh examination of the brain 
for possible evidence of a mental dis- 
order from which, the Wynekoops 
have insinuated, Rheta suffered. 

Dr. Dwyer admitted his autopsy did 
not include a brain examination, ex- 
plaining that pathological symptoms 
in other organs or the outside condi- 
tion of the cranium would reveal a 
mental disorder without examination 
of the brain itself. 

Friends Can’t, Explain Charges. 


Supporters of Dr. Dwyer were at a 
loss to explain the charge that the 
first autopsy had been “ bungled.”

Joseph L. Moss, superintendent of 
the Cook county bureau of public wel- 
fare, gave a lecture in the Joseph 
Bond chapel on the University of Chi- 
cago campus yesterday, in which he 
traced the history of public relief 
“from the time of Adam down to the 
present.” His lecture was one of a 
series wpon “The Church and Unem- 
ployment,” being given under the 
sponsorship of the university. 


Society in even the most primitive 
state has always provided for the un- 
fortunate individual, said Mr. Moss, 
usually on the basis of human sympa- 
thy. With the decay of the feudal 
system in Europe during the 16th ceén- 
tury a different sort of social service 
developed. The latest conception of 
this service, he continued, is one in 
which justice to the individual, in the 
form of opportunity to earn his living, 
has developed. 

Mr. Moss asserted that unless so- 
ciety made it possible for the indl- 
vidual to support himself there should 
be some sort of social insurance to 
provide him with the necessities of

Sotme mothers are just 
full of idefs about stith things—and 
others aren't. We've had a lot of 
experience with children of all ages 
in making Christmas presents. So we 
have made tip a leafiet of practical 
Suggestions. If you would like thir 
leaflet, send us a stamped, self-ad- 
dressed efivelope.

Now there are several things to 
keep very much in mind for the chil- 
dren's gift making. 

In planting gifts which the children 
can make themselves, the most im- 
portant thing to keep in mind is that 

making of the gift shall] not re- 
q more manual skill than the child 
has. For the littler children arrange 
gifts that do not require exactitude— 
exact sewing, small stitches, even 
matching seams and so forth, 
yond their muscular skill. 

Remember that it is not the perfec- 
tion of the finished product that you 
must have in mind, but the pleastfre 
the children experience in the doing 
and the giving. Even if the fesuit 
may be, for a grownup’s point of View, 
not particularly valuable nor present: 
able, it is in the eyes of the little 
maker a great achievement.

This suggested list of articles for 
the children to make was based—~in 
the case of the smaller children—not 
on the intrinsic worth of the article 
but on the ability of the child to 
fashion something which will be tan- 
gible evidence of his desire to give.

“Snipe hunting,” with the other 
fellow holding the bag at midnight 
for the famous birds which never quite 
arrive, has been a much laughed over 
gag for years. The gullible oné usu- 
ally has himself a nice long walk be- 
fore he reaches home. 

But don’t let that make you g@ymical 
about sfipes. Actually there aré Such 
birds and they’re very much. live. 
The only @Gifference is that 

them seems to be a more effective 
way of filling up the larder than Bag 
ging them with the aid of flashlights. 
To get you a@quainted let mé say 
that they are long-billed, slim-légged 
shore birds related to the woodéocks. 
And what’s even more important to 
us, they make most excellent eating 
if you're fortunate enough to have a 
real snipe hunter in the family éircle. 
And don’t pale at the mannér of 
dressing them. It’s really not bad and 
the snipes are utterly delicious When 
preparation is over and they are borne 
in triumph to the table. By the way, 
we're dedicating this first one espe- 
cially to Mrs. L. R., who wrote in 
last week to find out how some ex- 
pected snipes were to make their 
deput. 


PREPARING SNIPES. 


You will likely need about three 
snipes for five or six diners. Seé that 
they are fresh. Clean them (scald and 
then pluck out the feathers). Binge 
them, then skin the head, remove the 
eyes and chop off the claws and beak 
part way. Now turn the legs inward, 
putting the right foot through the eye 
sockets, and join the claws. Remove 
the intestines and the gizzard. Wash, 
then salt and pepper the snipe inside 
and out. Tie bacon slices around the 
birds and fry them in butter for about 
25 minutes or until browned and ten- 
der. Now, while the snipes stay hot 
in the warming oven, take the pan 
they were cooked in and add one-half 
tablespoon flour slowly. Then a 
enough meat broth to make a smooth 
gravy. Strain the gravy over toast 
(the making of which we'll explain 
below), and serve these toast pieces 
around or wuhder the fried snipe. e 
toast we make in this way: 

SNIPE ON TOAST. 


From the above three snipes we 
removed the intestines and the giz- 
gards. Clean all of these carefully 
and chop them fine. ' Assemble the 
following items: 

2 tablespoons melted butter 

2 tablespeots gfape juice or red wine 

1 eg¢ yolk, beaten 

1 teaspoon minced capers 

% teaspoon lemon juice 

2 rolla. sliced one-half inch thick 

Salt and pepper to taste 

¥%cup Ane bread crumbs 

1 tadlespoon grated Parmesan cheese

Quite natu- 
rally this family trouble at Michigan 
was hushed up, but the fact remains 
that after the Ohio State defeat New- 
man never started any game until the 
finale with Wisconsin.

All football players know that the 
reputation of a star depends on ten 
teammates.

Mr. Baker revealed that the bank 
had lquidated its German invest- 
ments as of Dec. 1, last, to $19,549,- 
000, compared with $70,996,000 on 
Dec. 1, 1930. This liquidation had 
been accomplished, Mr. Baker said, 
with a total loss of only $4,547,000. 


Raps Bank Deposit Guaranty. 


Describing the guaranty of deposits 
as the only provision of the banking 
act of 1933 which is causing concern 
to the officers. and directors of the 
bank, Mr. Baker pointed out that un- 
der the permanent plan, which be- 
comes effective on July 1, next, banks 
must assume an unlimited lability for 
assessments to replenish the deposit 
insurance fund. 

“The guaranteeing of bank deposite 
has been tried in eight states and in 
each one has proved a failure,” he 
said. ‘‘ Unless the law is changed, an 
unhappy choice confronts your com- 
pany, for either it must subscribe to 
the Federal Deposit Insurance cor- 
poration or withdraw from the federal 
reserve system.”

STOCK TOR. F.C. 


To Issue 50 Millions; 
11 Others Agree. 


New York, Dec. 5.—(4)—Directors 
of the National City bank of New 
York today approved a proposal to 
sell $50,000,000 in preferred stock to 
the Reconstruction Finance corpora- 
tion in furtherance of President Roose- 
velt’s plan of building up capital 
structures of banks, 

A stockholders’ meeting was called 
for Jan. 9 to approve a recapitaliza- 
tion plan recommended by the direc- 
tors, which includes the issuance of 
2,500,000 shares of 5 per cent cumu- 
lative preferred stock of a par value 
of $20 per share, and the writing down 
. of the par value of the 6,200,000 shares 
of common stock outstanding from $20 
to $12.50 a share, 

Approval of holders of two-thirds of 
the common shares is necessary to 
make the plan effective. Stockholders 
will be given an opportunity to sub- 
scribe to the-new preferred stock, be- 
fore it is offered to the RFC, so the 
corporation may not be called upon 
to take up the full amount. 

Duplicates Chieago Bank Plan. 

This program, if approved, will be 
the largest issue. of bank preferred 
stock made in furtherance of the 
Roosevelt program with the exception 
of the $50,000,000 issue recently sold 
to the RFC by the Continental Illt- 
nois National Bank and Trust compa- 
ny of Chicago. 

If the National City sells all of its 
preferred stock to the RFC, the gov: 
ernment will become a partner in 
more than half of the leading banks 
of New York City as the result of 
the selling by 12 institutions of $93,- 
700,000 of their capita] notes and pre- 
ferred stock to the R 

The Savings Bank and Trust com- 
pany, formed recently by a group of 
New York savings banks, previously 
had sold $60,000,000 of its capital 
notes to the corporation and the 
Manufacturers Trust company had 
sold $25,000,000.

Assets Reduced 80 Millions. 


This indicates a writedown of assets 
of about $80,000,000, which is in keep- 
ing with the conditions of recapitaliza- 
tion approved by the controller of the 
currency and the federal reserve 
board, which Board Chairman James 
H. Perkins’ announcement to stock- 
holders said, approved the plan “on 
condition that the capital released by 
euch reduction in the par value of 
common shares be applied to writing 
down assets and that no distribution 
on account thereof be made to stock- 
holders.” 

Mr. Perkins said that upon the plan 
becoming effective, he expected to rec 
ommend the payment on Feb. 1, of a 
dividend of 25 cents a share on the 
common stock for the last quarter of 
1933. 

Officials of the bank declined to es- 
timate what portion of the preferred 
stock would be taken by the presen‘ 
owners of the common, Subscriptions 
to the preferred must be made before 
Jan. 9. 

The Nationa] City bank divorced the 
National City company, its securities 
affiliate, early this year, and the latter 
changed its name to the City Company 
of New York and moved to offices out- 
side the bank. Liquidation of the 
concern has since been in progress. 

The National City bank, according 
to its statement of Oct. 25, last, was 
the second largest bank in the United 
States with assets totaling $1,448,449,- 
844. The Chase National ranks first.

BANK ACT FIGHT 


Glass Says Bankers 
Inspired Filibuster. 


[Chicage Tribune Press Service,] 

Washington, D, C., Dec. 5.—Senator 
Carter Glass charged at the senate 
banking inquiry today that a “ lobby ” 
of New York and other bankers in- 
spired the twenty-one day filibuster of 
Senator Huey Long against the Glass- 
Steagall banking act of 1938. 

Without mentioning Senator Long 
by name, Senator Glass said he had 
been informed that Charles 8, McCain, 
chairman of the board of the Chase 
National bank, was in constant com: 
munication with the senator, who had 
made the most “ vituperative’’ and 
violent assault on the certain provi 
sions of the act, and that officials of 
the Chase and other New York banks 
threatened the senate banking com- 
mittee with defeat of the legislation 
unless the bill was modified. 


Says Aldrich Criticized Act. 


‘‘Mr. Aldrich,” said Senator Glass, 
“undertook to criticize the banking 
act of 1933, some of the provisions 
of which have not gone into effect, 
and have not been tested as to their 
merits. The impression the public 
would get is that the banking act of 
1933 was a haphazard legislative con- 
trivance, adopted in haste and with- 
out due consideration. 

“T got the impression from Mr. 
Aldrich’s statement,’’ Mr. Glass con- 
tinued, “that he would exptate the 
irregularities and the shocking mal- 
administrations of certain bankers in 
New York and fn one or two other 
large metropolitan @istricts, by pro- 
posing now to put the whole banking 
community into a straitjacket.” 

Mr. Aldrich denied that he had any 
such intention. In making his sug- 
gestions for strengthening the bank- 
ing act he said he had made his rec- 
ommendations in “absolutely good 
faith.”’ 


Chase Official Fought Bill. 


Senator Glass asserted that 
‘whether with or without the know!l- 
edge of Mr. Aldrich, officials of the 
Chase National came to Washington 
and violently opposed” the Glags- 
Steagall bill. 

“One of the officials of the Chase 
National,”” Mr. Glass continued, “is 
alleged, although I do not say it is 
a fact, to have been in constant com- 
munication with the man who made 
the most vituperative and violent as- 
sault on provisions of the law that 
was made by anybody. I have been 
informed by trustworthy persons, and 
it is partially sustained by the record 
itself, that this man, without waiting 
to vote on the banking bill, boasted 
that he had practically filibustered it 
to death, left his place in the chamber 
and took the next train to New York 
for an interview with this official of 
the Chase National bank.” 


Favors Branch Banking. 


Senator Glass and Aldrich agreed 
on some banking plans, including the 
view that the country should have a 


unified system instead of separate fed- 


eral and state organigations. 

Aldrich suggested the expansion of 
branch banking by national banks. He 
proposed that national banks be per- 
mitted to operate state-wide branch 
banking regardless of state laws in 
cities with populations under 15,000. 

Later, financial collapse of the $25,- 
000,000 Lincoln building in New York 
was pictured to the senate investiga- 
tors by Leslie W. Snow, second vice 
president of the Chase National bank. 
He said the Lincoln office building, 
partly financed by the Chase Securities 
corporation, cost more than $24,000,000 
to construct, but was sold at auction 
for $4,760,000.

A rumor that such an understand- 
ing has been reached has been circu- 
lating in the exchange market for a 
few days. Dealers who watch that 
market closely note that the move- 
last ten 
days have coincided with that report, 

All last week and thus far this 
week the dollar and the pound have 
been kept within those limits. When 
sterling rises near 6.26 London has 
sold it. Yesterday, when it fell to 
5.04, signs were seen that the federal 
reserve bank was buying it. 


Tend to Confirm Report. 


Of course, these inferences cannot 
be proved, brokers admit. They are 
a matter of observation, but they co- 
incide with reports from Washington 
early last week that George L. Harri- 
son, governor of the New York Federal 
Reserve bank, who was then itn Wash- 
ington, was conducting stabilizing con- 
versations with the Bank of England. 
The report was never confirmed, 

The principal purpose of the report- 
ed agreement is understood to be to 
prevent the wild fluctuations in the 
exchanges, with daily changes some- 
times running to 2 cents for the dol- 
lar and up to 10 cents in sterling. 

Fatlure to prevent these wide swings 
is attributed in some well informed 
quarters to lack of authority and ma- 
chinery in the Federal Reserve Bank 
New York, which acts as agent 
for the RFC, to control the dollar. 


Believe Control Feasible. 

There igs no doubt in the minds of 
exchange experts that Fred I. Kent 
of the exchange control board could 
stop the wild movement if he had the 
funds and authority to act. 

After a moderate advance early 
today, apparently based on failure to 
lift the domestic price for gold, the 
American dollar turned weak. French 
francs and sterling recovered all their 
early declines and advanced steadily, 
the franc closing at 6.18 cents, a gain 
of eight points. The pound rose 2% 
cents to 35.17%. 

In the early movement the dollar 
rose 43 points to 64.65, but later fell 
back more than a cent from its peak 
and at the close was down to 63.39, 
off .73 of a cent from yesterday. 

The treasury’s gold price remained
